Work lor the I'eople. 



Ever ready to map out work for 
the Legislature and tho Government, tho 
people are too prono to neglect thoir 
own work'. To tho Legislature now 
about to convono unquostiouubly ap- 
pertains work of Bupromo important, 
and upon tho manner in which that 
work is dotio must gi'atttly depend tho 
success or unsuccoss of ovory ona of ub 
— tbo prosperity or tho declennion of 
tho Colony. But thoro is also work 
for tho people to do, work which, if 
thoy will not do lor themselves, nobody 
will do for Lhem. It remains for tho 
Government .'mil the Legislature to con- 
oummate union with Canada upon Terms 
already prepared. These Terms \nxo 
been pronounced Tory good by all, 
cvon by those hitherto opposed to, or, 
perhaps, it might he mora correctly said, 
prejudiced against, Confederation. Tho 
public mind is buoyant, oluted with the 
prospect of beneficial results. Bat does 
it over occur to tho public that thoy also 
have something to do in tho mattor, 
which, il neglectod, may detraot vory 
much from the benefits to flow from 
these excellent Terms ? The people are 
by no means in a position to sit still 
and rnjoy tho good tho gods— or. rather, 
Cor, federation — may send thorn. It 
will bo for thorn, in a great measure, 
to givo practical and beneficial effect to 
tho Terms. Wo will confino tho pre- 
sent remarks to two instances in ro- 
speot of which this .proposition may be 
regarded as especially applicable. Tho 
Term9 guarantflo interest at the rate of 
five per oent. for a period of ten years 
alter the completion of the work„npon a 
loan of one hundred thousand pounds 
sterling, for the purpose of constructing 
a Graving Dock at Edquimalt. It ap- 
pears, however, that tho conditions 
are not likely to prove altogether satis- 
factory to English capitalists, to whom 
the Colony must, of courflo, look for tho 
means of constructing tho Dock, — that 
tho guranteo must bo exteudod over a 
longer period than ten yearB, It is 
known that tho Cansdian Cabinet ro« 
fuses to have tho Terms so attended as 
to meet this difficulty. The Term?, as 
thoy maud agreed to, must not be tamper, 
ed with ; but it would be a grout mis- 
take to suppose thai, for the com para- 
tively trifling matter of an extension of 
a nominal guarantee, it is really the in- 
tention of tho Dominion Government 
that tho construction of tho Graving 
Dock shall bo abandoned, or oven delay* 
ed. We use tho word nominal, because 
it is presumable that the extension 
-would not iuvo'vo any actual money 
payment, inasmnoh as the Dock would 
havo begun to pay tho interest demand- 
ed. The possession of a Graving Dock 
at Esquimau may almost bo regarded 
in the light of a Dominiou necessity. Its 
influonco upon the naval and general 
commercial aud maritime interests of 
the Domiuion on the Pacific 
would appear to entitle it to be 
bo regarded ; bo that, even if Canada 
might hesitate to mako such a concess- 
ion to the Province, self-intorest and 
national prestigo and advautngo would 
forbid hesitation. It may bo concluded, 
thoreforo, that what tho Dominion 
Cabinet refused to do before union will 
readily be eoncoded after union, upon 
the matter being properly represented ai 
Ottawa. Hero is work fur the people. 
The Terms guarautee tho construction, 
within a stipulated period of a 
railway connecting the present system 
of Canada with the seaboard of British 
Columbia. Now, the term ■' seaboard" 
is indefinite. It may moan Esiqumalt, 
or it may mean Burrard Inlet, Bute In 
lot, Bouuuck Arm, or. for tho matter of 
that, it may mean Skeena River. An 
indefinite term was purposely employed. 
The location of the touto and terinmm 
of such a road must of necessity await 
officiant survey,— cannot bo bampsred 
by local considerations. Divesting the 
question of mere local interest and 
meiudice. it must bo tho general Con- 
ation that Eiqoimalt la tho only proper 
nnd natural *estern gate for 1 he hue 
North wm P»«"ge.' All must feel that o 
have .he railway slop short of Eiqu malt 
would be Rtestly to neutralize Hi yueiulBeis, 
impair its Eoccose and circumscribe its in- 
fluence. Especially most this be felt whan 
the railway is regarded as having [to com- 
pile with another transcontinental Hue te* 
mlnatiog on Paget Soaod. Vancouver Is- 
land has been fiily represented ug occupyiog 
tho proud petition of ' the Strong man Mm. 
Id keeping .ho doer'; but Vancouver Island 
would keep the door to little purpose did 
aho relinqalsb bo eoormous and palpable bo 
advantage in favor of a keen rival a. would 
bt involved m having the Canadian P.cifie 
Railway stop short of Esquimau. Ihus I 
will be observed that, while the rerm.gutfp 
antoe tho early construction of the railway, 
tho a^dvantageB, especially to this oommuo t, 
of thai great work would he very largely 
sacrificed ^ unless its t rmiuation at B.qoi. 
Sal bo secured. Bete, again, ia wo.k or 
the people-wont to be accomplished not b, 
obstructing or in any way prejudicing the 
scheme of Confederation, but by a clear, 
calm, dignified and buiioenllka representa- 
tion of the whole aubjeot at the proper time 
and in the proper quarter. ff.V.ng thus 
briefly pointed out two important questions 
in respect of which there is work for the 
people to do, it may he permitted u* o re- 
W ark in conclusion that tho nature and im 
portonce of tho work would appear to lug- 
Lnl the desirability of early and or^ni/.ed

dence of the preomptor, and at no one olio. 
Il is claimed to bo a hardship thut the pro- 
omptor cannot be permitted to occupy by an 
eueut ; aud it is open to question wuttuer 
some modification ot this point might not ho 
made with advantage. It doea sce.n ua thong., 
the man who in propped to pay another lor 
occupying und wotkiu- bis farm .uouid 
enjoy all the privileges of a preom ptor.

The first in 
Ihe bold was J:imes O'nlbraith, bnt lie came 
lo the conclusion that the province of -Uanito- 
ba would bo more likely to appreciate' bis 
political Abilities than British Columbia, nnd 
ho accordingly started over tho mountaint 
east about a month beforo the election, 
Secondly Mr McKay, of tho U. B. C, bad the 
' grealneaa thrust opon him,' but wiser than 
bit younger andjiuore inei porienced oonfriTPj 
ttio member elect, he declined tho honor. The 
third candidate mentioned, and said to have 
Oiifn canvassing all th'ough the summer^ whs 
It T timita, the whilom member for Big Hend, 
during ils pal say days in the first session of 
tho Council after the Union of the Colonies. 
Somehow or other his candidature fell through 
either for iri\nt of popularity or eligibility, or 
both. In the fourtb plaoo stood J/r John Gal- 
hraith, who also saw lit to doclino the proffer- 
ed honor.

Mr Itobt Skinner 
stood seventb on the list, and the writer carao 
next iu ordur. No. Nine was n» other lhaa 
tho redoiibtKtilo opponent of Mr Corawell in 
th" r"ale-Lytlon District. The same arpre'ss 
that brought in writ, new constitution, 
proclamation, otc., convoyed lotters to some 
friends of that gentleman asking to be put in 
nomination nnd asserting that tho newspaper 
reports with regard to his offering himself for 
Vulo Id opposition to Mr linroard were all 
wrong — tbat Koolouuy was hi3 first love, and 
having secured the unanimous support of the 
Big Benders, he looked upen his return ns n 
foregone conclusion. Vet one more to make 
the number even, Henry llolbrook, I3sq. This 
British Columbian Legislator of many years 
experience, having been in constant eommanl* 
e ition with his Wild Horse friends, will uo. 
doubtedly feed niwch disappointed on his ro j 
turn homo in finding that he i3 no longer 
entitled to tho appellation of honorable.'

A formal protest was 
handed in ogairiBt tho illegal votes thus poll- 
ed, numbering twelve, Out ihe returning 
officer did not boo fit to take any action with 
regard to them. On Perry Creek four well 
known American citizens, swallowed the oath 
und voted for Skinner » Il does not seem 
tbat ihe offioiuls iu any other district acted 
the rolt of partizan3 so thoroughly and effici- 
ently as al Kootenoy. No doubl their can- 
didate will fully approoiulo such valuable 
assiatarice aud record his vote in behalf of 
official iaiercsta flhould an opportunity pre- 
sent itself for bo doing.
